In his speech on the employers’ liability bill 
Senator Chamberlin made official statistics 

graphic in the statement that “every six minutes, 
day and night, a railroad employe is killed or 
injured, and every two hours one is killed.” 

In quoting this, the New York World has shown 
that it is not peculiar to railroads. It applies 
in mining operations and in the operation of 
high-power modern machinery generally.

AN EXPURGATED CLARK. 

In the interview published elsewhere in today’s 
Sunday Poét-Dispateh Speaker Clark prudently 
confines his remarks to the work of the Demo- 
cratic majority of the House. He does not go be- 
yond the program the Democrats of the House 
are trying to carry out for his platform as a 
presidential candidate. 

So conservative is the Speaker in his utter- 
ances, that he limits his views to the measures 
actually passed by the House or in process of 
passage. He stands on the record of the House, 
and concentrates on the completion of tariff re- 
vision and the levy of an income tax as the things 
necessary to be done. 

The Speaker is right in emphasizing tariff re- 
vision as the first great work which the Demo- 
crats should complete whenever the people put 
them in full power, with a President and majori- 
ties in both branches of Congress. 

The record of reforms accomplished and in 
process of accomplishment by the House reflects 
credit on the Democratic House majority, but it 
is @ meager program with which to go before 
the people for election in a year exceptionally 
fruitful of political questions of vital interest 
and importance. 

It should be borne in mind that the House 
record is not of Mr. Clark’s making. The credit 
of it must be shared to a large extent with Mr. 
Underwood and other Democratic leaders. 

The interview is sensible and puts the Speaker 
in a favorable light as a serious, practical legis- 
lator. But it does not go far enough. It dis- 
closes neither imagination nor vision on the part 
of Mr. Clark. It does not reveal ideas. It leaves 
untouched a great field of governmental prob- 
lems which are pressing for solution. Outside 
of the tariff, there is not a word about economic 
conditions. There is nothing about’ the trust 
problem, or the money question, or the measures 
for popular control of government which the 
radicals are advocating. 

The conservatism and caution displayed by the 
Speaker in the interview led the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent to remark that “the slang-whang- 
ing style of oratory which appealed \so strongly 
to Chautauqua audiences nas been discarded.”

THE PROBLEM OF BREAKING RAILS. 

Railroad fatalities due to broken rails have 
attracted much attention during the winter just 
passed. If the traveling public and the editors 
who have commented upon the fatalities in ques- 
tion knew the whole truth about the breaking of 
rails, the demand for practical reform in rail- 
making would be overwhelming. 

Oné railroad in the Middle West suffered from 
183 broken fails during the first two weeks of 
January. Nearly every case was detected by in- 
terruption of the electric track direuit used for 
automatic block: signaling, which shows that the 
fractures were complete and would have derailed 
a train almost to a certainty. Block signal ex- 
perts say that they are informed on good au- 
thority that during one month of the winter one 
railroad system had 1000 broken rails. 

Steel manufacturers accuse the railroads of de- 
manding rails of a.hardness that makes them 
brittle and of loading the metals. too heavily. 
Railroad managers retort that broken rails are 
nearly all found to be defective. It igs true that 
rolling stock has increased in weight. It is also 
true that the number of wheels per car or per 
locomotive has been increased. There is room 
for doubt whether the average load per wheel is 
heavier or lighter than five years ago. There is 
no doubt that the 100-pound rail generally used 
on our big systems today is much stronger than 
that in use five years ago. 

High speed and defective rolling stock are un- 
deniably responsible for overstraining rails, The 
proportion of breakage due to flaws or excess of 
carbon in rails, or to lack of proper allowance for 
safety over and above the rail strength necessary 
to carry the actual load, is hard to determine. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission should 
take steps toward protecting the public against 
rail breakage, if it has authority to de so. If it 
has not, Congress should provide such safeguards 
forthwith.

PARIS, April 13.—Parisians have been terribly 


disappointed in the young Prince of Wales, who 
is staying with the Marquis de Breteuil. They 
fondly hoped to witness the traditional “Educa- 
tion of the Prince,” such as is presented in the 
famous comedy of that name in which the young 
man destined for the throne is sent to Paris to 
learn worldly wisdom, his preceptors carefully 
Planning typical Parisian temptations for him. 
This is regarded by Parisians as the surest way 
of making a man of the world out of the young 
man who has toc long been tied to his royal 
mother’s apron strings. 

Paris expected the Prince of Wales to blossom 
out into a thorough boulevardier, taking his part 
in the gayeties of Paris as his grandfather, 
King Edward, did in his youth. Aurelion Scholl's 
bon mot concerning the late King that “The 
Prince of Wales was a true Parisian, who be- 
came English only when he ascended the throne,” 
has been often repeated here lately as an inspira- 
tion for the young Prince, but instead of show- 
ing himself inclined to become Parisian he has 
steadily adhered to his Anglo-Saxon precepts. 

Spends Sunday in Religious Worship. 

This is particularly marked on Sundays, which 
is a great holiday in Paris, all the fashionable 
world attending the races and other sports. The 
Prince, however, observes the Sabbath in the En- 
glish fashion, devoting the day to fseligious ser- 
vices and short walks. 

The Prince's daily program is indeed something 
of a shock to Paris, He rises at 7 o'clock, takes 
the traditional “cold tub” and has breakfast at 
8, eating eggs, meat and toast, which is far re- 
moved from the continental fare of rolls and 
coffee. After breakfast, with two friends, he 
goes for a horseback ride in the Bois de Bou- 
logne, proceeding very slowly—under the prom- 
ise to his mother, Queen Mary, not to ride rap- 
idly for fear of accident. From 9 o'clock till 11 
he studies French with his professors. It is said 
that he is far from proficient in French and al- 
lows his professors to sustain the conversation.

19TH MULATTO GIRL 
KILLED BY “RIPPER” 


Body Is Found Mutilated as 
Others Were and Atlanta Ne- 


groes Are in Terror, 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 13.—Atlanta’s 
“Jack the Ripper’ claimed his nine- 
teenth victim when he enticed Mary 
Kates, a comely 18-year-old mulatto girl 
into an alley, cut her throat and then 
mutilated her body about the breast and 
below the waist. The mutilation wag 
evidently done with a surgical instru- 
ment and the slayer had some anatomic- 
al knowledge. 

Mary Kates is the nineteenth yellow 
girl who has been murdered in Atlanta 
in nine months. All the murders, the 
police say, have been committed by one 
person who has come to be known as 
“Jack the Ripper.’’ In every case the 
“ripper’’ cut the throat of his victim 
and then multilated the body. 

The negroes are in terror and have 
offered large rewards. In no case has 
the murderer killed a black woman and 
in nearly every case he has cut out and 
carried away a@ portion of the body.

SLOT MACHINE WAR 
WAITS ON DECISION 


Oklahoma Law Against Devices 
Is Held Invalid and Case 


Is Appealed. 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., April 12.— 
Law and order leagues, women’s Chris- 
tian temperance unions and other or- 
ganizations that for three years have 
been waging war against the opera- 
tion of slot machines will have to sus- 


rend their efforts until an opinion is 
given by the State Supreme Court on 
the validity of the law that prohibits 
such devices. 

C. J. Hassman of Oklahoma City, who 
was convicted in police court on the 
charge of illegally operating slot ma- 
chines, appealed his case to the County 
Court, and Judge J. W. Hayson held 
that the law is invalid, dismissing the 
case. This ruling affected 21 other cases 
in Oklahoma County. 

A case now probably will be taken 
to the Supreme Court from some source. 
While law and order and temperance 
organizations in smaller towns have 
been opposing pool halls principally, 
their secondary consideration has been 
given to slot machines and other gam- 
bling devices. 

This work has been carried so far 
in some counties that ordinances have 
been passed by city councils and boards 
of trustees approaching blue laws in 
their stringency. Moving picture and 
other theaters have been forbidden to 
operate on Sunday, Sufiday baseball has 
been prohibited and other forms of en- 
tertainment put under the ban.

During the campaign & local’ paper 
suggested the unfitness of Father Dun- 
nigan, because the Mayor was ex-officio 
a member of the School Board. This 
dragged the priest's religion into the 
fight, and he went in with it. He de- 
clared his religion, and that of every 
other man, was a sacred thing, and 
not to be made part of a political cam- 
paign. He was elected by a good ma- 
jority.

While the controversy is only a few 
days old, already have been drawn into 
it Gov. Robert P. Bass, who opposes 
any loosening of the reign on Cupid, 
James French, veteran legislator and an 
“Assembly boss,’’ who is willing to help 
Bryer, but will oppose repeal of any 
marriage law, and all of those who are 
leading the hasty marriage fight, ana 
who caused the late Legislature to pass 
a bill requiring that five days shall 
elapse between the obtaining of the li- 
cense and the marriage. 
The romance is a pretty one, and folk 
in the mountains like to tell of it. Near 
Sandwich everybody remembers when, 
almost four years ago, Charles Bryer, 
son of the wealthiest farmer and lead- 
ing citizen, married: Katherine Fleet, 
his former schoolmate, and a society 
girl of Belmont, Mass. 

Son Killed; Wife Dies. 
Then, March 29, 1910, Charles Bryer 
was killed by a train, and his bride 
hurt. Mr. and Mrs. Bryer had _ the 
sympathy of the neighbors, and their 
widowed daughter-in-law spent much 
time with them after her recovery. But 
the mother did not recover from the 
shock, and died Sept. 6, last year. 
After her death Mrs. Katherine Bryer 
was much at her father-in-law’s home, 
and was regarded as the hostess there. 
Neighbors commented much upon the 
evident affection between the two, and 
the announcement a few weeks ago that 
they were to marry was not a great sur- 
prise. Then some one pointed out to the 
bride-to-be the wedding was to take 
place at her home in June, this Massa- 
chusetts law: 
“No woman shall marry her father, 
grandfather, son, grandson, brother, 
stepfather, grandmother’s husband, hus- 
hand’s father, husband’s grandfather, 
husband’s grandson, sister’s son, father’s 
brother, mother’s brother. 
“This prohibition shall continue, not- 
withstanding the dissolution by death or 
divorce of the marriage by which the 
affinity was created.”’ 

He Finds Many Difficulties, 
Bryer, knowing that New Hampshire 
copied many Massachusetts laws, looked 
into the statutes of his State and found 
the same law is there. Maine and Ver- 
mont also have this statute. New York 
geemed the nearest place for the wed- 
ding, but lawyer friends told Bryer that 
any person could cause him trouble aft- 
er he had returned here by questioning 
the legality of the marriage and that 
they could not guarantee the decision 
if the ceremony was tested in court. 
Bryer holds that it is absurd to bar 
marriage of bloodless relatives. 

Then Bryer decided to have the law] . -—--—- - 
changed or a special act passed for him. 
He has set about working out this plan 
with all the energy of a man of 45 who 
has made a fortune and a name for 
himself. But a hard task awaits him. 
Gov. Bass says that he does not be- 
lieve the marriage laws should be weak- 
ened in the least and that he doubts the 
ability of one man to swing legislation 
in hig behalf. There is an election in- 
4ervening before the Assembly will meet 
and be able to consider Bryer’s love 
affair and it may be that Bryer’s en- 
gagement will become an issue. :

On 
the ae day of the week al] classes 
moved at a 10-cent advance, but a gen- 
erous cupply on Tuesday caused the ad- 
vance to lost. However, a light sup- 
ply on the mid-week market caused 
another gain, and the close finds best 
beeves 10c to lic, and the medium kinds 
a big dime higher than a week ago. 

Quality has been very good and a 
drove of heavies sold at $8.50, the high 
top for the year. Several loads moved 
at $8,25, with the bulk of the good kinds 
from $7.2 to this price.

Medium kinds 
have been active sellers and close ruled 
strong to a dime above last week. Quali- 
ty has been fair to good, and one head 
on the prime order sold at $7.25, equal to 
the top for the year. The bulk moved 
between $4.50 and $6.00. 

Canners and cutters have been active 
sellers all week, on a strong basis. 

The bull offering has been small and 
a good demand caused a big dime ad- 
vance. 

Calves were hit hard and are selling 
a dollar a hundred lower than last 
week's close. 

Feeders show a gain of 10c to lic, 
with best kinds at $6.25, and stockers 
were active sellers on a good steady 
market. 

Southern receipts for the past week 
have been light. Salesmen have hard- 
ly had enough to try to advance 
prices’ and the close shows. little 
change as compared to a week ago. 
Steers predominated by a@ large ma- 
ority. Texas beeves were in major- 
ty and a drove sold at $7.50, mak- 
fg a high record for several years. 
Another large string sold at $7.10, 
with a range down to $6.50 catching 
the supply. Another feature sale was 
two cars of Alabama fed beevesg that 
sold at $7, and two at $6.85. Both of 
these were record prices for several 
years on Alabama stock. A _ small 
showing of Arkansas steers was re- 
ceived and sold at the market’s rul- 
ing, bringing from $5 to $5.35. . 

Hogs in Sharp Necline.

Forfeiting Cash Bond of Less 


Than Booty. 
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~ NORTH VERNON, Ind., April 13.—The 
_®0lucident arrival of a letter from Jonn 
P. Quinn with the death of Zachariah

recall one of the boldest swindling 
games ever worked and one which 
aroused the entire State. 

Quinn, living at Oi) City, Pa., wrong- 
fully served seven months as one of the 
eWindlers, and his letter to Deputy asks 
that the latter give him a letter show~ 
ing him innocent of any wrong-doing. 
Quinn wanted the certificate to answer 
@-charge of having been a convict. He 
Was pardoned by Gov. Gray after his 
innocence was “proven and became 4 
leader in the crusades against vice in 
Yarious sections of the country, but his 
prison record followed him wherever he 
went, and when he went into court in 
an attempt to obtain a conviction af 
men engaged in illegal practices, ‘us 
prison record was used against him. 

A letter telling of his wrongful con- 
viction and of his pardon was sent to 
the Penmeylvania city. 

Obtained 87600. 

The swindle game was worked by 
three notorious crooks, and was so bold 
that the entire State was aroused. Dur- 
ing the early part of 1887 three men, aft- 
orward identified as Edward Rice, Fatty 
Stewart and Punch Mason, registered at 
the Snodgrass Hotel. They became ac- 
quainted With Deputy, learned of his 
Wealth and induced him to draw $7000 
from a bank at Seymour. 

As he returned to this city the ¢rooks 
met him on. the highway.

NEW YORK, April 13.—Persons 
passing the new public playground on 
Grand street, Hoboken, at noon, are 
likely to pause in astonishment when 
the door of a certain brick factory 
building opens and out come the toil- 
ers into the bright sunlight reflected 
from the high gray stone cliffs. 

“The prettiest girls in the world” 
is generally the comment. That en- 
thusiasm may be too great, but there 
is ground for it. Graceful figures and 
strawberry-and-cream complexiong 
are the rule among the young girls 
who issue from this factory, 1010 
Grand street, Hoboken. 

“Wonder how they get such lovely 
girls to work for them?” ask neigh- 
bors. But those who remember the 
blue glass craze of 30 years ago and 
the following red glass fanaticism, 
when women sat for hours in the 
light of crimson panes to bring back 
the roses to their faded cheeks, 
smiled and looked wise. 

They said the prettiest girls in the 
moving picture factory were the 40 
or 50 who worked in the dark room. 
They pointed out that for nine hours 
a day these girls sat in total dark- 
ness with only the rays of the ruby 
red lanterns falling upon them, No 
wonder they were pretty! It was a 
strike of 20 girls last week that 
brought into publicity one of the 
strangest modern occupations for 
women. 

No Ray of Daylight There, 

In the heart of a large building in 
Hoboken is the printing room, a dark, 
windowless apartment supplied with 
fresh air by a power blower. Into it 
no ray of light of out of doors ever 
comes. It is here that the films from 
the moving-picture cameras are made 
after the photographers have taken the 
pictures. They are from all over the 
world and from many stages where 
love scenes are portrayed. 

From the negative that results from 
the camera’s work many films are made. 
These, on long strips of celluloid, go 
into moving-picture machines and throw 
the scenes upon the screens. 

The big room is approached by a 
passage that twists and turns to shut 
out light. One passes along it with the 
feeling one might experience on enter- 
ing the forbidden precincts of a sultan’s 
palace. Suddenly a turn in the passage 
and there comes the soft clatter of 
many delicate machines that are perfor- 
ating the films and printing them, and 
you see the soft light of ruby red lan- 
terns hanging fantastically about the 
room and making one think of China- 
town on the night of the celebration of 
New Year's. You hear the soft rustle 
of skirts, suppressed titters, the drone 
of a forewoman’s voice giving instrc- 
tions and always the subdued mechani- 
cal sound of many machines at work. 


A Ruby Girl Indeed, 

The eyes became more accustomed 
to the darkness. Suddenly between 
you and a red glass surface over a 
machine comes the delicate profile 
of a young girl bending over her 
work, her hair fluffly glorified by 
the ruby light behind. As you move 
about at the suggestion of the guide 
who wants to explain the machines 
soft hands come out of the darkness 
to steer you by the elbows away from 
chairs or mechanism. There are 
whispered comments, suppressed 
laughs and now and then a spoken 
word relating to the work. 

You are told that hundreds and 
thousands of photographs of romantic 
scenes, pretty women, cowboys, lion 
hunts, &c., are being printed over and 
over again here in this chamber of 
mysteries. Gradually your eyes be- 
come trained and out of the darkness 
comes shadowgraphs of young women 
sitting confortably at their work, but 
always in the strange contrast of 
bloodred light and black darkness. 

The strike was in this factory, 
Some of the papers printed stories 
to the effect that it was because they 
had to work long hours in total dark- 
ness, that it ruined their eyes, that 
it spoiled their health. An assistant 
forewoman who went out with the 
strikers said the cause of the strike 
was purely personal—a quarrel be- 
tween the girls and the forewoman. 

“The work is all right,” she said. 
“It is easy, restful and congenial] to 
most girls, and we haven't any fault 
to find with the factory, We work 
nine hours a day in the dark room, 
except Saturdays, when we only work 
seven. There is a pretty and pleasant 
lounging room where we can go out 
in the daylight when work is slack. 
The darkness does not hurt our eyes, 
and the red light is not Injurious so 
far as I can see.” 

Hailed as a Nerve Cure. 

“Bome people have even said it was 
healthy, that it has a beneficial effect 
upon the nerves of growing girls. Most 
of us are between 16 and 21. We have 
been told that {it improves the com- 
plexion and makes the mind stronger. 
I don’t know about that. None of our 
giris are fussy and cross, I know that. 
“I don't actually know whether there 
ja anything in the theory that people 
who work continually in the rays of red 
lamps are healthier,” said Supt. Mason. 
“Our giris here are a pretty healthy and 
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and I know from her that those dark- 
room girls want nothing better than to 
stay home nights.”

Where Boys Will Train. 

The boys of each school will train on 
grounds that are most accessible to 
them, Some will use the playgrounds 
and vacant lots in the neighborhood of 
their schools, some will use the public 
pleygrounds and some the parks. The 
dShysical instructors at the playgrounds 
will be glad to advise the boys and in- 
siruct them in the proper methods of 
ef training. Captains who want their 
squads to practice at the playgrounds 
are requested to confer with Miss Char- 
lotte Rumbold, secretary of the Public 
Recreation Commission, at the city hall. 
fhose who want to train in parks are 
requested to notify the Public School 
Athletic League, at the Post-Dispatch 
effice, what parks they want to use. 

In schoola where there are not many 
boys old enough to qualify for the ath- 
letic squad it may be found advisable 
to join with some other school. Such 
fombinations can be arranged by the 
saptains, in conference with the prin- 
cipals of their schools. Where such a 
combination is made, it should be re- 

ed to the league management, at 
the Post-Dispatch office. 

In many of the schools the field 
meet will be held in connection with 
the school picnic. Some, however, are 
planning to have an athletic meet sep- 
arate from the picnic and make a big 
Gay of it.

In kEn- 
gland the provinces and other cities de 
pend fer their plays on London. What 
is true of London was once true of 
New York, but it no longer true. 
I believe one could now manage A 
theater anv of the large American 
Cities and ma successful productions 
entirely independent of New York, In 
this respect America stands alone. 
Where New York was once the chief 
center for theatrical producing, man- 
agers now can produce independent of 
its taste.’’ 

This ig the plain truth of today’s sit- 
uatio; in the American theatrical world. 
It been developing into 
accomplished fact during the past few 
years. It is now fully in evidence, New 
Tork’s verdict on a play no longer car- 
ries authority.

It is eminently 
nara! that a country should look to 
its metropolis for critical guidance in 
matters of art. since all the world’s met- 
tupvlitan centers, with this one strange 
exception, have drawn to themselves 
the best in culture, in art aspiration and 
in art achievement. It true beyond 
question that England looks confidently 
te London, France to Paris, Germany to 
Berlin, Austria Vienna, for critical 
guidance in these matters, and with 
especial confidence in the matter of 
drama. That it is not true of the Amer- 
ican playgoers’ attitude toward New 
York is a fact as evident as it is de- 
plorable. I have no intention of. at- 
tempting an analysis of the situation, 
easy though it is .for an. “‘outsider’’ to 
name the many widely proclaimed evils 
that have attended the progress of dra- 
matic art in the American metropolis. 
I cherish a sincere conviction that New 
York will be capable, eventually, of ac- 
complishing ‘its own theatrical reforma- 
tion. In the meantime the disquieting 
words spoken by Charles Frohman are 
Surely the most significant utterance 
voiced during the present footlight sea-

of nodding feathers and huge coiffures, 
on the other side of which an invisible 
stage mocked the yearning’ desire of 
masculinity to see the play then, pre- 
sumably, being performed. Whereupon 
an infuriated dramatic critic—just think 
cf it!—arose from his seat at the close 
of the first act and loudly called upon 
his fellow men to “scalp the feathers”’ 
from the heads of the women then and 
there assembled. This raised a laugh. of 
course, but later, and in all serfousness 
the most fervent complaints of the new 
evil were voiced, and ail masculine Paris 
is now engaged in the crusade. 

It is suggested that a fortune awaits 
the theatrical manager who first wil! be 
brave enough to put up a sign reading, 
“Women admitted in their own hair 
only,” but time alone can tell. ‘When

pend on't—and it’s a blind manager in- 
deed who hasn't long ago perceived that 
he must look to women for his play- 
house’s prosperity.

Operators in Race as Result of 
Supreme Court Ruling 
Booniing Business.

OLKAHOMA CITY, Ok., April 13.— 
Since the United States Supreme Court 
has held that that provision of the Ok- 
lahoma Constitution forbidding the pip- 
ing of natural gas to points outside the 


State is in contravention of the laws of 
the United States regulating interstate 
commerce, gas wperators in the Okla- 
homa fields are preparing to seek mar- 
kets for their product in adjoining 
states. 

The operators most active are those in 
the Ardmore field in the southern part of 
the State. They expect to pipe gas to 
Gainesville, Sherman and Denison, Tex., 
and smaller towns in North Texas, and 
are in a race with the operators in the 
Electra (Tex.) field, 1090 miles west of 
the Ardmore field. now is being 
supplied im Dallas and lort Worth from 
“the Electra field. Recently one of the 
largest -gassers in the Southwest was 
brought in in the Ardmore field. 

In Northern Oklahoma there is a con- 
test for entrance into Kansas, Missouri 
and Arkansas. Pipe lines are projected 
to JIAttle Rock, Ark., and Springfield, 
Mo. The Indian Territory Oil and Gas 
Wiuminating ©o., reputed to be affiliated 
with Standard Of] and which has been 
charged with holding a monopoly in the 
former Osage Nation. is preparing to 
construct pipe lines into Kansas and 
Missouri, Its leases are scattered over 
a large territory that is underlaid with 
valuable oi] and. gas deposits. The 
company’s principal opponent is the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Co., although the 
latter company also is reputed to be an 
arm of Standard Oil. 

The Ar@more field operators will meet 
strong opposition from those operating 
in. the fields adjaccnt to Okmulgee and 
Muskogée and probably those in the 
original Oklahoma fields near Tulsa and 
Sapulpa.

Father of Murdered Girl Willing 
That Minister Should Die 
for His Crime 





ARGUMENTS ON APRIL 26 





Men of Hyannis, Home of Vic- 
tim’s Family, Almost a Unit 
Against Clemency. 





BOSTON, April 13.—Arguments el 
save the life of Clarence Richeson, the | 
Baptist minister who murdered Avis | 
Linnell, 
will be heard by Gov. Foss April 26, the | 
date having. been set on application of 
W. A. Morse, Richeson’s attorney. The 
execution is set for the week ef May 19. 

From a canvass of Hyannis, where 
Miss Linnell was reared, and where 
she was a choir singer, and was well 
and favorahly known, indicates that the 
plea to save Richeson from death in the 
electric chair will be made without the 
usual supporting petition of fellow- 
townsmen and persons who knew the 
victim. 

Few Hyannis residents favor a lessen- 
ing of the penalty for the confessed 
murderer, and still fewer will make 
any effort to save his life. These base 
their plea for clemency on a belief that 
Richeson is, and was at the time of 
the murder, insane. 

Father Will Not Sign. 

Edward W. Linnell, father of the 19- 
year-old girl, states positively that he 
neither nor any member of his family 
will sign a petition asking clemency. 
He does not say that they will oppose 
the plea made by attorneys and others 
for Richeson, but there are men in Hy- 
annis who are ready to devote their 
time and energy to persuading residents 
of the village from signing such peti- 
tion if one is circulated there. 

Linnell’s appearance shows plainly 
what the sorrow of Nov. 14 and the 
strain since that time have meant to 
him. When asked if he would aid the 
plea for mercy, he made emphatic de- 
nial, then added: 

“No, that would be too much. From 
a house that was once gay with life 
and laughter, our home has change‘1 
into one of sorrow. I wish no evil to 
any man. There is one Judge and we 
are in His keeping. He will adminis- 
ter justice and I have turned to Him 
in my hour of need.” 

Sister Is Outspoken. 

Helen Linnell, 15 years old, Avis’ 
chum, and the only one of four daugh- 
ters remaining at home, was more out- 
spoken than other members of the fam- 
ily. 

“What,” she exclaimed, “‘rommute the 
sentence of the man who took my sister 
away from me, after the sorrow he has 
brought to our family? No, never! 

‘‘We took him into our home, received 
him as we would a brother and when he 
was ill Avis cared for him. We did ev- 
erything in the world for him. Com- 
mute his sentence? I can’t bear to think 
of it.”’ 

A dozen men in Hyannis were inter- 
viewed as chance brought them to the 
reporter. The following from Nathaniel 
Bearse, a contractor, who was discuss- 
ing the case with his workmen at noon, 
is typical of most of the expressions: 


Will Oppose Petitions. 
“Tt knew Avis as a child and I have 


known Richeson since he first came to 
Hyannis, and I tell you now I shall 
do all that I can to prevent anybody 
signing any petition that will in any 
way prevent the law from taking its 
course. I am opposed to having Riche- 
son’s sentence commuted and I know 
of several hundred others who are in 
the same boat with me.”’ 

The only one who expressed a willing- 
ness to sign a petition for clemency was 
Aurin B. Crocker, a deacon of the First 
Baptist Church, who said: 

“As on of the deacons of the church 
where Richeson was pastor, I believe 
he should he sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. I was one of the board who 
asked him to come to Hyannis and I 
also was one of those who asked him to 
resign. At the time he resigned I! 
thought him insane, and [ believe him 
to be in the same condition today, and 
for that reason and Sor no other, should 
he get life sentence.” 

Two said that they were opposed to 
capital punishment but that they would 
not sign a clemency petition & in this case.

Road in Honduras Will Be 250 
Miles Long and Mean Big 
Saving on Freight. 


A concession for a railway, which, 
it is said, will save 2% to 30 days and 18 
per cent of the freight on shipments 


from St. Louis to Central and Southern 
Honduras, has been granted to Victor 
Camors, secretary of the Howett Man- 
ufacturing Co. of St. Louis. News of 
the grant was conveyed by telegrams 
received yesterday at the company’s 
offices, 208 Commonwealth Trust Build- 
ing. 

The concession is equivalent to $4,- 
000,000 in cash and is reported to be the 
largest ever granted by the Honduran 
Government. The railway will be 250 
miles long and is expected to be com-

pleted in nine months. It will extend 
from Truxillo to Tegucigalpa, Jutilpa 
and Amapala, connecting the Atlantic 
port with that of the Pacific and open- 
ing up some of the richest coffee, ba- 
nana and spice lands in Central Amer- 
ica. 

The railway will enable merchants 
of St. Louis to make shipments by rail 
to New Orleans, thence by steamer to 
Truxillo and thence direct to the mar- 
ket by rail.

STATE CONVENTION 


Colonel Credited With 610 
Votes to Taft’s 426 Up 
to Date. 





Reports received yesterday from every 
Missouri county which has elected dele- 
gates to the Republican State Conven- 
tion to be held in St. Louis April 25 
credited Roosevelt with 610 instructee 
and uninstructed delegates and Presi- 
dent Taft with 426. 

The State convention will 


four delegates-at-large from Missouri 
to the national convention at Chicago, 
select the Missouri member of the Na- 
tional Republican Committee and vote 
whatever resolutions of indorsement or 
disapproval it may see fit. Its instruc- 
tions will be binding upon the dele- 
gatés-at-large. Otto Stifel is regarded 
as the leading Taft candidate for na- 
tional committeeman, while Thomas K. 
Niedringhaus is supposed to be the chief 
candidate of the Roosevelt faction. 

As there will be 1151 delegates in the 
State convention the figures show that 
Roosevelt has already carried the State. 
A Republican statistician who has takete 
no active interest in the contest be- 
tween Roosevelt and Taft said yester- 
day that Roosevelt would have 738 dele- 
gates in the State convention and Taft 
413. In his estimate he credited Roose- 
velt with 26 votes from St. Louis, while 
figures given out by Jesse Tolerton, a 
Roosevelt leader in Jefferson City, cred- 
ited the entire 245 votes of St. Louis 
to Taft. 

Of the delegates elected, 540 have been 
instructed by primary or conventions to 
vote for Roosevelt, and 134 have been 
instructed for Taft. The St. Louis dele- 
gates are uninstructed, but a big major- 
ity of them are expected to vote for 
Taft. Of the uninstructed delegates 70 
are credited with being for Rooseveitr 
and 292 for Taft. 

The Jefferson County Convention yes- 
terday went for Taft, which increased 
his vote to 436, and Johnson county went 
for Roosevelt. increasing his lead to 629. 

Contests have been filed in Marion, 
Lewis, Shelby, New Madrid and Christ- 
jan counties affecting the seats of 37 
delegates. These contests will be set- 
tled by the State convention. The Kan- 
sas City Taft leaders are threatening to 
contest the seats of the ® Roosevelt 
delegates elected by primary. 

The First, Second, Fourth and BHighth 
Congressional Districts have _ elected 
delegates to the Republican National 
Convention at Chicago instructed for 
Roosevelt. 

The Ninth Congressional District has 
elected delegates instructed for Taft. 
The delegates from the Tenth, Eleventh 
and Twelfth Congressional Districts are 
uninstructed, but are conceded to Taft 
by the. Réosevelt leaders. 

The delegations from the Third, Fifth 
and Fourteenth Districts are contested. 

The districts which have not held con- 
ventions are the Sixth, Seventh, Thir- 
teenth, Fifteenth and Sixteenth. Re- 
ports from counties which have elected 
delegates to these district conventions 
show that Roosevelt will get their ten 
delegates: If Roosevelt gets the dele- 
gates from the three contested districts, 
he will have 24 of the district delegates 
and the four delegates-at-large, making 
a total of 2, while Taft will have eight 
delegates. 

The Tenth District Convention was 
held at Clayton yesterday. Otto F. 
Stifel, who has been leading the Taft 
campaign in Missouri, and Collector Ed- 
mond Koeln were elected delegates to 
the Chicago convention. They were un- 
instructed. The Taft and Hadley ad- 
ministrations were indorsed. Dr. Max 
C. Starkloff was chairman of the con- 
vention.

NEW YORK, April 1!°.—Honoring 
Thomas Jefferson and reavowing the 
principles on which he founded the 
Democratic party, five hundred promi- 
nent Democrats gathered at the annual 
Jefferson Day dinner of the National 
Democratic Club at the Waldorf As- 
toria and heard party leaders of na- 
tional eminence lay down the lines upon 
which the forthcoming Presidential 
cumpaign shall be fought. 

In introducing Mayor Gaynor, the 
toastmaster declared him “in every way 
qualified to fill the highest place with- 
in the gift of the American people.” 

The Mayor received an ovation and 
the applause was continued at intervals 
throughout his speech, which was chief- 
ly in criticism of judicial decisions. 

Col. Bryan was closely attentive to 
the Mayor's address, and often partici- 
pated in the applause. 

In the course of his speech Col. Bryan 
said: 

“It is gratifying to me that they_have 
put at the head of this great city a 
man who advocates the _ progressive 
doctrines we have heard here tonight, 
because he is not as conservative on 
these questions as I am, and the talk 
of him for President! What a change! 
What a change! and with these two 
radicals to precede me.”

Lanyon's. offices were closed all day 
yesterday, but answeriiig deinand that 
his margins be increased, it was said 
that Lanyon sent out checks in the aft- 
érnoon. 

A dispatch from Chicago states that a, 
St. Louis trader, whose name was not 
given, failed to respond yesterday in 
the Chicago Board of Trade to heavy 
ca'ls for margins, and to have permit- 
ted his deals to be wound up under 
the hammer, as provided by the rules 
made to meet such an emergency. 

Reporters could not find Lanyon at his 
office in the Pierce Bullding, and a man 
who answered ‘the telephone last night 
at his home, 4440 Lindell boulevard, said 
that the operator was not there. 


A factor in the situation was a new

two weeks ago, which raised the daily 
margin on grain trades from 1 cent to 2 
cents for each 1-cent fluctuation of the 
market. This meant that a trader who 
had sold 1,000,000 bushels of grain must 
put up $29,000 for margins every time 
the market advanced 1 cent a bushel.

The Mayor found the citizens of

carrying passengers from point to 
point, and other service,

GLIDDEN TOURISTS MAY 
COME VIA ST. LOUIS 


The Automobile Club of St. Louis 

has been asked by Frank W. Joyce. 
chairman of the Towring Committee 
or the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation, “How badly does St. Louis 
want the Glidden Tour for 1912?” 
The answer is one of considerable 
importance to the motoring interests 
and automobile owners of this city. 
The Glidden Tour has for a number 
of years been the automobile classic, 
a long tour of approximately 1500 
miles for the trophy offered by Chas. 
J. Glidden, which has never been 
twice won, in eight years, by cars 
of the same make. Chairman Joyce 
indicates a desire to have the tour 
come via St. Louis, and .suggests 
several routes by which this can be 
done. He also asks for information 
concerning the roads between St. 
Louis and Memphis. 
One proposed route is from Keo- 
kuk, Io., via St. Louis and Memphis 
te New Orleans. Another route in- 
cludes Indianapolis, St. Louis and 
Memphis. This route would be about 
1600 miles. 

It has been suggested that the tour 
be known as the “Mississippi Valley 
Tour,” starting from Minneapolis and 
following practically the Mississippi 
River from the head of navigation to 
New Orleans. This tour is over 2000 
miles and would occupy from 14 to 
17 days.

PARIS, April 13..—A new dance is the 
rage in Paris. It is called the Sheriock- 
inette. 

As the name implies, it is an attempt 
to portray in the rhythm of slow waltz 
the movements of Sherlock Holmes i 
his search of the criminal. This dance 
was invented by the International Acad- 
emy of Dance Professors, who say the 
bunny hug and turkey trot have be- 
come obsolete. 

In the ‘“‘Sherlockinette’”’ they have en- 
deavored to substitute a modification 
of the dance des Apache with some of 
the violence left out. 

American girls who can dance the tur- 
key trot, bunny hug and other American 
importations have been in great demand 
in Paris ballrooms this winter. When- 
ever several couples would appear who 
knew these dances the other dancers 
would surrender the floor to them, ap- 
plauding until the dancers were ex- 
hausted. 

One girl who is very popular in the 
American colony has fallen a victim to 
these dances, having performed them 
with so much ardor that she became ill.

caused during the last

States Steel Corporation 
and the railroads, and has finally led the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to recommend to 
Congress that an official investigation be made. 

“Under the demands of the railroads for hard 
rails,” testified Predident Farrell of the Steel 
Corporation recently before the Stanley Con- 
gressional Committee, “the percentage of carbon 
in rails has become so high that we get a brittle 
rail. It is unquestionably, in my judgment, an 
unsafe grade of steel in view of the severe condi- 
tions of service.” 

“Rails have been growing heavier,’ said an- 
other manufacturer, ‘‘but they have not kept up 
"with the heavier equipment, the increased carry- 
ing capacity and mounting traffic density of} the 
railroads. The railroads have been deman 
heavier rails to keep down replacement exp 
In order to meet their demands, the manufa 
ers have been using a higher percentage 
bon, which makes the rails more susceptible to 
breakage.” 

Under these attacks the railroad men, in their 
turn, have not been silent. “All of the roads 
have found for the last two or three years that

land Steel, and Colorado Fuel and Iron 
panies. 

After the conference Judge Gary issued a state- 
ment in which he said it had been the “unani- 
mous sentiment that everything practicable 
should be done to obtain a rail that is entirely 
safe.” 

In the midst of these recriminations and con- 
ferences between rail makers and rail users, ac- 
cidents due to defective rails continue to occur 
in increasing numbers and to inflict death upon 
passengers and trainmen. In 1911 there were 
240 accidents caused by broken rails, as against 
ohly 78 in 1902. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission comes forward in the emergency with a 
recommendation that the evil be met with action 
of governmental power. In its latest. report the 
commission, after summing up alarming statis- 
tics of catastrophes caused by broken rails, says: 

“We deem it proper to call this situation to 
the attention of Congress, although we do not 
recommend that this commission be authorized 
or directed to conduct an investigation in the 
premises. Any such recommendation, whether 
conducted by carriers, steel manufacturers or 
others, must of necessity be made on purely 
scientific lines, and if undertaken by the Govern- 
ment, there are doubtless bureaus in other de- 
partments that are equipped to do such work 
with competent men in the Government service. 

“Exhaustive investigation was made of a wreck 
on the Lehigh Valley railroad on August 25, 1911, 
in which 62 persons were injured and 29 persons 
lost their lives. There was no room for doubt 
that this wreck was caused by a broken rail. The 
commission requested the aid of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor by its Bureau of Stand. 
ards in examination of pieces of this rail. 

“Inspection and careful analysis disclosed that 
this rail contained a defect in manufacture and 
several other defects in the form of transverse 
fissures. This rail was manufactured in Decem- 
ber, 1909, and was laid in the track in October, 
1910. It had therefore been in use less than one 
year when the accident occurred.” 

Chief Inspector Belknap of the commission, re-

porting on this wreck, came to this conclusion: 

“In the earlier days of steel rails softer and 
more ductile steel was used, and the wheel 
pressure was lower than it is now. With in 
creased wheel pressure harder steel was em 
ployed. 

“There must be a limit in the combination o 
hard steel rails and high wheel pressure beyonc 
which it is unsafe to go. Recent eviderice indl- 
cates an approach to that limit in current rail 
road practice, if it has not already been passed,’ 

A recent accident due to a broken rail was the 
wreck of the New York Central’s Twentieth Cen- 
tury Limited, its 20-hour train between New 
York and Chicago, five miles from Poughkeepsie, 
on March 12. Five Pullman coaches were flung 
into the Hudson River, but no lives were lost 
because 20 inches of ice prevented the cars from 
sinking in the water and because the coaches 
were of steel construction. However, 39 passen- 
gers were injured. The New York Central issued 
the following statement: 

“The wreck of the first section of the Twen- 
tieth Century Limite was caused by a broken 
rail. It is impossible at this time to state 
whether the rail was defective or whether it was 
broken from some other cause, like, say, the 
action of the weather during the winter. 

“The rail was made in 1910, was 110 pounds to 
the yard, and was supposed to be perfect when 
it was laid. The company’s experts will carefully 
investigate the wreck in all its detai.s, of eourse, 
and the rail itself will be analyzed to find out, 
if possible, the cause for its breaking.” 

The rail itself, which was flung out 200 feet 
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on the Hudson River ice, was sent to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for inspeetion and 
analysis.

Panama City came out of that first scrupbing 
as a dirty garment comes out of the wash. It 
had the wholesome ou-r of soapsuds. It was 
white. It was spotless. It Was sanitary. The 
yellow fever disappeared. Then the typhoid ab- 
dicated. Finally even the malaria deserted Pan- 
ama City. They were vanquished. They had 
been banished forever. 

Standing on the curb in Panama City, this is 
‘what the tourist sees of the work. A bell comes 
tinkling down the street, and a cart bearing an 
oll barrel stops at a door. | 

“Do you want any oil?” the driver aske. 

“Yes,” says the housewife, producing her can. 
The driver draws het a can of oil. It is free. 
Wherever there is water ot even very damp 
ground the citizen of Panama pours some of the 
oil. Now and then the inspector drops in. He 
looks ovér the place. Probably he says: 

“You are not keeping your yard clean” or ‘Why 
aren’t you putting ofl in that drain?” 

That is the alternative in Panama City. 
ie what makes it the new Spotless Town. 

So much for the city. Now for the country 
around. Looking from the car window, the trav- 
eler occasionally sees the mosquito hunter. This 
is a man in khaki who bears on his back a cylin- 
drical tank. In front of him he carries a sprayer. 
The tank contains the principal weapoh with 
which Col. Gorgas exterminates mosquitoes, This 
is a larvicide composed of carbolic acid, resin and 
Caustic soda. While crude oil is exclusively used 
im the city, the larvicide does the bulk of the 
work without. 

There is a reason for this. The oi! is heavy. 
It unites with the vegetable matter in the ditches 
and swamps, and they form together a weight 
which sinks, leaving the mosquitoes free to bree. 
on the surface. The larvicide solves that prob- 
lem. It does not unite with anything in the 
water, and remains on the surface. All mos- 
quitoes are born under water. Where the larvi- 
cide lies it is impossible for the young mos- 
quitoes to reach the surface. [hey are born, 
they take one breath of the waiting poison, and 
their course is run. 

The larvicide is one of the discoveries. It suiis 
the purpose where oil is a failure. I[t covers more 
territory. It is easier distributed. Col. Gorgas 
says it is costing him 14 cents @ gallon on the 
isthmus, and could be mace cheaper than thot 
here in the States, where the ingredients would 
not be so expeiisive. In little streams the water 
is treated with a drip. Ol is used for this pur- 
pose. A barrel of it is placed at the head of the 
stream, and a drip properly timed has been found 
sufficient to keep the mosquitoes out of the 
stream. ‘This applies only to very small streams, 
of which there are many in Panama. That coun- 
try is a succession of swamps and hills. It ta a 
paradise for mosquitoes.

“If we can get rid of them here,” says Col. 
Gorgas, ‘what could they do in the States, where 
the infested area is small and the breeding places 
are few?” 

There is one thing they have found out about 
mosquitoes in Panama that virtually no one wil’ 
believe. This is in relation to the distance they 
travel, At the present time this distance is ap: 
proximated at 200 yards over open ground. By 
open ground is meant that which does not afford 
opportunities for the mosquitoes to fly from 
bush to bush. Except they are wind-driven, 200 
yards is as far as they will fly across opei 
ground, 

Wind-driven mosquitoes are not much of a 
menace. *While they occasionally disturb the 
peace of a camp, there is no untreated wate 
about in which they can breed, and the sing) 
generation brought in by the wind soon suc- 
cumbs. In establishing a work camp out on the 
canal the brush is first cleared away within a 
200-vard radius. Then all the water within that 
radius is sprayed with the larvicide. If the 
ground is swampy, open drains are cut through 
it, the grass is cut short and oil is placed on the 
very damp places where the mosquit6es may find 
sufficient moisture for breeding.

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CCORDING to the “Russian Year Book,” 
A the population of Russia on Jan. 1, 1910, 
amounted to 160,748.400, and together with 
the Finnish provinces the total population amount- 
ed to 163,778,800 people. In 131-2-years, from 
the autumn of 1897 to January, 1911, in spite of 
war, cholera and famine, the Russian population 
has by souls—an annual 
growth of 2,732,000. In point of numbers Russia 
is first of all] the white race. 

The vast population is not entirely of Russian 
race; the empire counts 10 per cent of Tartars, 
6 per cent of Poles and a considerable number of 
Lithuanians, Letts, Fins and Jews. In territorial 
extent Russia is the largest country in the world. 
It is 44 times as big as France. 

Three-quarters of the population are, it is said, 
engaged in agriculture, 10 per cent in various in- 
dustries, 4.6 per cent in private service, 3.8 per 
in trace: All other occupations do not en- 
gage more than 7.5 per cent. 

Although in Russia agriculture is generally the 
predominating occupation, the largest proportion 
of people eniployed in this pursuit fs found in Cen- 
tral Asia, about 83 per cent; the second place is 
ta’en by Siberia, over 80 per cent; followed. by 
the Caucasus, about 79 per cent, and Poland, 
with only 56.6 per cent.

Chinese Queues 
Not Sold .. 


XPERTS in the human hair trade in Hong- 
E kong say that if buyers of human hair in 
the United States expect a great oversup- 
ply as a result of queue cutting in China they 
are likely to be disappointed. Instead of an over- 
supply the changes now going on are cutting off 
the chief sources of supply in China, and there is 
likely soon to be a decided falling away. 


Contrary to the general impression in the United 
States and Europe, the queues when cut are not 
sold. This is an absolute rule, so far as South 
China is concerned, and it is the custom all over 
those portions of China from which the writer 
has been able to secure reliable data on this sub- 
ject. The queues, when cut, are preserved, ac- 
cording to general statement, for burial with the 


owner. 

The chief supply has come from Chinese barber 
shops where, in the course of shaving portions of 
the heads of customers, considerable long hair is 
accidentally removed. Now that queues are cut, 
however, Chinese barbers have no more long hair 
to dispose of than barbers in the United States. 
A contraction of the supply in Hongkong already 
is apparent, and. but for the hesitancy of Ameri- 
can and other foreign buyers to meet the market 
here the prices for supplies locally would have 
gone up. As it is, prices here are remaining firm 
in spite of an indisposition on the part of foreign 


buyers to meet them. 

The declared value of exports of human hair 
from Hongkong to the United States in 1911 was 
$292,758, as compared with $695,137 in 1910, $327,- 
559 in 1909 and $92,209 in 1908. Shipments from 
the Hongkong market in 1911 to all countries 
was much larger in volume than the year before,
